Declaring China is as anxious 
to know the composition of the 
foreign treaty negotiating dele- 
gates as the interested Powers are 
to know the Chinese. negotiaters, 
Dr. Sze called for immediate ap- 
pointment of the foreign dele- 
gates “to evidence their desire for 
negotiating." 

The Minister includ¢d in his 
statement a wish to assure cvery- 
one that China .was not anti-for- 
eign, and that all she wanted was 
the “right to govern herself frec 
from foreign intimidation or in- 
terference.” 

Secretary Kellogg considers 
prospects for new treaty confer- 
ences with qualified Chinese repre- 
sentatives “reasonably hopeful.”
